CLEANLINESS AND FILTHINESS. 


The Lord does not expect us all to j 
be godly, but He does expect us to be ; 
clean—clean not only in person, but 
in our surroundings. 

Now just pause a moment and let’s 
consider this town—not from the 
standpoint of the kicker but from that 
of the well-wisher, the builder. 

You, reader, are scrupulously clean 
with your person. You take your 
baths regularly, you cleanse your 
hands and face before each meal, you 
keep your hair neatly brushed, your 
uails trimmed, and yourself generally 
both attractive and sanitary. 

If you see. a person occasionally 
who is dirty, and slovenly, and filthy, 
you have little but secret contempt 
for that person. 

The laborer in the street even re¬ 
moves the evidence of his toil when 
his day's work is over. He emerges a 
man, intelligent, clean, and sanitary. 

So much for the person of humanity. 

In the homes of our community you 
will find the same evidence of scru¬ 
pulous care and attention to the 
smallest of details. Spotless cleanli¬ 
ness is the word in a majority of 
homes, while at least adequate cleanli¬ 
ness is almost the universal rule. 
You expect nothing else, and you find 
nothing else. 

No criticism, therefore, can be made 
of our homes. 

But let us step outside the homes 
and survey the situation. 

Many of the same people who are 
so immaculate in their persons and 
so spotless in their homes are little 
short of slovenly in their outer sur¬ 
roundings. A few are dangerously 
near to being filthy, and yet appear 
to have practically no realization of 
the fact. 

Back yards are strewn with rubbish 
that should have been burned. Gar¬ 
bage is thrown out in the yard or over 
the fence, to stink and fester and 
breed flies and disease. Grass and 
weeds grow and multiply and become 
unsightly to the eye. Cleanliness is 
buried under the evidence of forget¬ 
fulness and neglect. 

What is said of the back yard may 
often be repeated of the front yard 
or lawn, with a few reservations, it, 
too, is lacking in that scrupulous care 
given to the person and the home. 

I'he barn? We hardly know how 
to describe the conditions that some¬ 
times prevail in these places. You 
have witnessed them, you have seen 
the millions of (lies buzzing around 
and breeding other millions to spread 
filth and disease and death. Your nos¬ 
trils have been offended by the sicken¬ 
ing stench. N on have turned your 
head and hurried by in disgust. 

Retiring places for the public are 
often equally filthy, so much so as to 
be an actual menace to the health of 
the community. 

You can look around town and find 
rubbish in every direction. Vacant 
lots, alleyways, streets, gutters, 
everywhere an evidence of neglect— 
because it is the other fellow’s lot, 
and the streets and alleys and gutters 
belong to the public, and what is the 
public’s business is too often nobody’s 
business at all. 

But why is it so? Why can we not 
be as neat and clean in our surround¬ 
ings as we are in our persons and in 
our homes? Why can we not observe 
cleanliness in all ways instead of in 
only a few? 

These things are worth your serious 
consideration, brother, for they have 
a powerful influence on the future of 
our town and on the general health of 
the people. 

If you think such conditions when

DECLARES STUDENTS MUST 
ACHIEVE CORRECT AND 

EFFECTIVE ENGLISH 


The students of the University of 
California must acquire the habit of 
correct and effective use of English— 
so has decreed the faculty. 

The academic senate declares that 
the student is “constantly subjected 
by his environment to the unedifying 
influence of myriad examples of poor 
English,” and that he is affected by 
“a certain public prejudice against 
correctness of expression.” 

So the faculty has resolved that the 
students must be trained in good 
habits of expression, and that some 
method must be enforced “that will 
make obligatory for each student a 
constant use of correct and effective 
English in all his college work.” 
Here is the plan for making good Eng¬ 
lish a habit invented by Professor 
Benjamein P. Kurtz of the department 
of English, adopted by the academic 
senate, and ordered put into effect 
next year: 

If a student’s papers are found un¬ 
satisfactory in English expression, he 
will be warned. If a subsequent paper 
is found unsatisfactory, the instructor 
will report the student as “delinquent 
in English.” A new “committee on 
students’ English,” made up of repre¬ 
sentatives of various departments, will 
examine all papers reported faulty in 
expression. Every student whose 
English is deemed by this committee 
below the proper standard will be 
required to present himself to the 
secretary of the committee for in¬ 
struction in English composition. 
About once in two weeks the secre¬ 
tary will meet in a body all students 
who have been intrusted to his care, 
and give general instruction and 
criticism. The rest of his time will be 
devoted to weekly or fortnightly con¬ 
sultations with the students as indi¬ 
viduals, for discussion of specially 
assigned compositions. 

There will be no credit for this 
training. Students may be brought 
into the course at any time, and must 
continue until the secretary testifies 
that their English is satisfactory. In 
case of relapse, the students must re¬ 
turn for further instruction. 

It is believed the plan will at once 
raise the general level of expression 
among the students, since it will tend 
to prevent the carelessness frequently 
responsible for poor English. More¬ 
over, it is believed that through this 
Plan the students will come to respect 
English. 

Let the high school students take 
notice, says the university. This new 
plan means that the university is 
placing paramount and particular em¬ 
phasis upon effective training in Eng¬ 
lish. If high school st dents appre¬ 
ciate that poor expression will not be 
tolerated at the University of Cali¬ 
fornia, the natural result will be that 
they, will be anxious to escape the 
penalty by perfecting in their high 
school courses their command of cor¬ 
rect and effective English.

A great historian but recently 
pointed out that the fruits of the col¬ 
lective mind are the common inherit¬ 
ance of all; that the public is wiser 
than the wisest critic; that the de¬ 
cision of the many people is to be 
preferred to the judgment of the few; 
that the people collectively are wiser 
than the most gifted individual, for 
all of his wisdom is but part of the 
whole. 

Individuals are languid and blind. 

The masses are fearless. 

Truth first finds access to the com¬ 
mon people. The birth of the Nazarene 
was first heralded to the shepherds. 
The envoy from Calvary did not ap¬ 
pear at the aristocratic courts of the 
rulers, but to the common people of 
that day. Christianity made misfor¬ 
tune its comfort and sorrow its com¬ 
panion. 

In promoting fraternalism, the 
Loyal Order of Moose and various 
other orders in South San Francisco 
are but furthering the purpose that 
had its beginning in the divine com¬ 
mand: 

“Help ye one another.’’

We do not ask to 
be born, and being here, do not wish 
to die. tt has always been so. Dur¬ 
ing the year just past three of our 
brother members of No. 832 passed 
away. Their lives were not passed as 
an idle tale and forgotten, but we re¬ 
call to mind that while on earth they 
obeyed the injunction to so live that 
when the summons came to join the 
innumerable caravan which moves to 
that mysterious realm where each 
shall his chamber take in the silent 
halls of death. By an unfaltering 
trust approach the grave, like one 
who wraps the drapery of his couch 
about him and lies down to pleasant 
dreams. 

Prior to the battle of Waterloo an 
English drummer boy was captured 
by the enemy’s forces and brought be¬ 
fore the emperor, who commanded the 
boy to play the advance. He com¬ 
plied. “Now,” said Napoleon, “play 
the retreat.” “That was never taught 
in our regiment,” was the response. 

And here we are face to face with 
the same proposition. There is no 
retreat. Advancing years tell us the 
time will come when we, too, will find 
a place in the silent city. 

The list of names called by your 
secretary—George David, H. G. Ply- 
mire, J. Benetto—are those who have 
gone before. We must follow. They 
cannot come to us. We shall go to 
them. 

Now we with others are in the rush 
of life. The hush will come, and it 
is possible that at the next memorial 
service our names will be called. 

May the defending circle of the 
Loyal Order of Moose grow till it shall 
encircle humanity. That as a monu¬ 
ment to loyal hearts, Mooselieart may 
extend its benign influence, and that 
the principles for which we stand, 
Purity, Aid and Progress, may touch 
and reach and influence every heart 
and every home in our fair land, yea, 
throughout the world. 


AS THE EDITOR SEES IT 


There are many things we could do, and ought to do, for the good of 
this town and the adjacent suburban community. There are many things 
which, if we would do them, would give us a better town and a better com¬ 
munity.

And yet time was when the tree was no bigger or stronger than the stem 
of the pipe. Its strength comes from constant growth and development, just 
as we as a community would grow and develop if we could only make up 
our minds to stick together. We ought to do it, for our own individual 
good and for that of the community as a whole. But loyalty to home inter¬ 
ests must be the first and most vital step in our advancement along the 
road to local prosperity. Without the first step no others can be taken. 

• * * * * 

We might try the experiment of indulging in praise and commendation 
instead of fault-finding and criticism. By commending that which is good 
in our midst we might unconsciously stimulate a desire in our own minds 
| to improve that which is not so good, in order that it, too, might be com- 
i mended and praised. The bitterest and most nauseating pill is rendered 
' pleasant and agreeable by a little coating of sugar, and it might be even so 
with the rough spots in our daily existence. Every great ending has had its 
origin in a small beginning, and a few humble words of praise might pro¬ 
duce results where hours of abuse would fall upon deaf ears. 

* * * * 

We might inaugurate a question campaign. We might ask every one 
we meet what can be done to improve local conditions. We might ask them 
to do the same with others, and keep on asking and absorbing a knowledge 
of conditions until not a subject remains undissected. We might do this 
with infinite advantage to every one concerned, for it would serve to bring 
into the limelight those defects which are retarding our commercial growth 
and enable us to advance onward to even more desirable and profitable 
conditions in the future. 


PUBLIC EMPLOYMENT BUREAUS. 


The newly organized public em¬ 
ployment bureaus of the state of Cali¬ 
fornia, established February 1st at 
San Francisco, Oakland, Sacramento 
and Los Angeles, saved the applicants 
for employment about $14,000 during 
the past three months. These figures 
are based on the prevailing fees 
charged by private agencies. The 
business of the bureaus made a phe¬ 
nomenal forward leap during April, 
according to the report just issued by 
John P. McLaughlin, labor commis¬ 
sioner. The number of permanent 
positions filled for April was 3286, or 
an increase of 1197 as compared with 
March. " The total number of posi¬ 
tions filled since February 1st is 6900. 
April came within 328 of equalling the 
number of positions filled during 
February and March and exceeding 
March by 1197. 

In the San Francisco offices, during 
April, 1205 men and 308 women ob¬ 
tained work, an increase of 634 over 
March, and an increase of 498 over the 
combined number of postions filled in 
February and March. The other offices 
were also given excellent patronage. 
In Oakland, during April, 449 men and 
141 women received positions, while 
during February and March this office 
found positions for 594. The Sacra¬ 
mento office gave work to 384 people 
during April and 221 more than Feb¬ 
ruary and March. At the Los Angeles 
office, 799 people found work in April 
and 1842 in February and March. 

That the employers of the state are 
realizing the importance of the state 
employment bureaus and the benefits 
that may be derived from them, is 
shown by the fact that during Febru¬ 
ary, March and April 3512 employers 
applied for help; 1791 used the 
bureaus during April, or 70 more than 
during February and March. The fol¬ 
lowing are the number of employers 
seeking help from the various offices 
since February 1st: San Francisco, 
1319; Oakland, 1025; Sacramento, 385; 
Los Angeles, 683. 

The toltal number of employes ap¬ 
plied for since February 1st is 8225; 
of this number, 4001 were applied for 
in April. The four offices were asked 
to furnish the following number of 
employes during the past three 
months: San Francisco, ’299; Oak¬ 
land, 1414; Sacramento, 768; Los An¬ 
geles, 2705. The bureaus made a re¬ 
markable record in that of the 8225 
positions offered, they were able to 
fill 6900. About 70 per cent of the 
positions filled were outside of the 
cities in which the bureaus are lo¬ 
cated, showing that the new depart¬ 
ment can offer dependable service to 
employers in all parts of the state. 

The bureaus have satisfactorily 
filled such positions as dairy hands, 
farm hands, fruit pickers, gardeners, 
building and electrical trades, pairt- 
ers, plumbers, roofers, structural iro.i 
workers, bookkeepers, stenographers,

! food, beverages and tobacco trades, 
hotels and restaurants, sawmills and 
woods, metal and machinery trades, 
mining, oil and quarrying trades, 
printing and publishing, hospitals, 
laundries, chauffeurs, teamsters, 
freight handlers, engineers and firer- 
mon, seamen, telegraph and telphone 
operators, agents, clerks, salesmen, 
deliverymen, packers, porters, cabinet 
workers, upholsterers and other wood 
and furniture occupations, elevator 
runners, janitors, messengers, watch¬ 
men, servants in private homes, clean¬ 
ers, handymen, etc. 

The laboring people are continuing 
to show increased interest in the 
bureaus. This is seen by the fact that 
3388 men and 972 women registered 
during April. In all, 11,729 men and 
women have thus far registered in the 
four state employment bureaus.—Bul¬ 
letin No. 3.
